REMARKS 

Claims 2, 4, 22, 31 and 41 have been amended. New claims 
52 and 53 have been added. Claim 1 has been canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, claims 2-4, 22-47 and 
52-53 are currently pending in the application. 

35 U.S.C. §101 

Claim 31 has been amended to overcome the outstanding 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

35 U.S.C. §112 

The claims have been amended to overcome the outstanding 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. In 
addition, new dependent claims 52 and 53 have been added. 
Applicants wish to point out to the Examiner that claim 41 has 
been amended to delete the clause reciting "a client apparatus 
provided at a receiver side" . Applicants believe that the 
removal of this clause does not affect the patentability of 
the claim.
